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HIGHLIGHTS 



Students Enrolled for Master 1 s and Doctor's Degrees 

Enrollments in programs leading to master’s and doctor's degrees totaled 756,865 
in fall 1969 — an increase of 7. 5 percent over the enrollments reported in fall 1968* 

Gains for women were greater than for men, between 1968 and 1969, both in 
absolute numbers and in percent increase. 

The 494, 363 first-year students enrolled for master's and doctor's degrees com- 
prised approximately two-thirds (65. 3 percent) of the total enrollments in these 
programs. 



Students Enrolled for First-Professional Degrees 

In fall 1969, 151,858 students were enrolled in first-professional degree programs 
in the fields covered by this survey. The fall 1968 figure, 137, 877, is not strictly 
comparable to the 1969 total because of shifts in survey definitions. 

For the group of seven selected fields for which data are comparable between the 
two years, enrollment of women increased by 18. 2 percent while men's enrollment 
increased by 3. 8 percent. But enrollment of women continued at less than a tenth 
of the total (6. 0 percent in 1968 and 6. 8 percent in 1969). 

For the aggregate of the same seven selected fields, the 48, 224 first-year students 
comprised approximately one-third (36. 8 percent) of the total enrollments. 
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FOREWORD 



This report on enrollments for advanced degrees summarizes data from the lltl 
in the series of surveys in this area conducted by the U. S. Office of Education. 
The primary purpose of this survey series is to present current, useful data 
describing enrollments for master’s and higher degrees in the United States. 

This summary report is one of two major publications from the fall 1 96 9 surve 
Data for individual institutions, including detail by field of study, appear in 
Students Enrolled for Advanced Degrees, Fall 1969: Institutional Data . Togetl. 
the two publications are intended to provide basic data for national, regional, a] 
institutional policymaking, planning, and management. 

It is especially important for users of these data to recognize that this is not a 
survey of all graduate students but is restricted to those students who were 
actually enrolled in the fall term in programs leading to master’s level or highc 
degrees.

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INTRODUCTION 



Historical Summary of Survey 

This summary report is based on the U. S. Office of Education’s 11th annual 
survey of students enrolled for advanced degrees. Included in this publication 
are summary enrollment tables by level of study, attendance status, sex of 
student, field of specialization, State or other U. S. area, and institutional 
control and level. Comparisons are also made with the previous year’s data. 

For a listing of enrollments within each field of study at each institution the 
companion volume on institutional data may be consulted. L/ Enrollments 
shown in the preliminary report^/ were based on data for all reporting insti- 
tutions. These enrollment totals remain the same after further editing and 
analysis and represent the final figures shown in the present publication. 

Initiated in 1959, the survey was at first limited to the fields of science, math- 
ematics, and the health professions. The survey was broadened in its second 
year to cover all of the principal fields in which master’s and doctor’s degrees 
were conferred# In 1966, as part of the first Higher Education General Informa- 
tion Survey (HEGIS), the survey was further broadened to include students in 
programs leading to first-professional degrees in selected fields and to provide 
separate counts of men and women instead of the combined totals that had been 
obtained in previous years. There was no change in the questionnaire in 1967. 

In the fall 1968 questionnaire 11 new fields were added, and 9 more new fields 
were added in the fall 1969 questionnaire; enrollments in these 20 fields had 
previously been reported in ’’other” and ’’miscellaneous” categories. (See 
appendix, paragraph E-9 of the survey instructions, for the additional fields 
in 1969. ) The principal difference between the 1969 questionnaire and previous 
surveys involved the classification of enrollment by levels of study. In partic- 
ular, the terminal-year and intermediate-year categories were merged as 
’’students beyond the first year” (see Survey Coverage and Methodology).

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CURRENT TRENDS 



Enrollments for Master 1 s and Doctor 1 s Degrees 



Enrollments for master’s and doctor's degrees for all levels of study combined-- 
first-year students and students beyond the first year- -increased by 7. 5 percent 
from 1968 to 1969. Data for 1969 are based on a total of 801 institutions; for 1968, 
on 760 institutions. 

Comparative analysis of the different subgroups of candidates shows gains ranging 
from a 2. 9-percent increase for men studying full time to a 12. 5-percent increase 
for all women and for women studying part time. Comparisons by sex for numbers 
of full-time and part-time students show greater gains for women than for men, 
both in absolute numbers and in percent change.

First-year enrollments for master’s and doctor’s degrees increased by 7. 9 percent. 
Again, percent changes were greater for women than for men. In absolute numbers, 
women studying part time gained more than men studying part time, but the reverse 
was true for full-time students. "First-year students" accounted for 65. 3 percent 
(494,363) of the enrollments for master's and doctor’s degrees in 1969.

Enrollments for First-Professional Degrees 

In fall 1969, 151, 858 students were enrolled in first-professional degree programs 
in all fields covered by this survey. Taken at face value, this was an increase of 
10. 1 percent over the fall 1968 total of 137, 877. However, totals for the two years 
are not directly comparable, mainly because of the distinct difference in the basis 
for the counts in theology, as noted in the discussion of student classification. 

Also, the category "other" is not comparable from year to year due to changes in 
the fields included. For these reasons, the following comparisons have been 
limited to those students enrolled for first-professional degrees in the seven 
selected fields that were defined similarly in the two surveys: chiropody, 

dentistry, medicine, optometry, osteopathy, veterinary medicine, and law. 
Enrollment in these fields for all levels of study (first-year students and students 
beyond the first year) increased by 4. 7 percent from 1968 to 1969. Gains shown 
for the different subgroups of candidates follow. Women showed larger relative 
gains than men between 1968 and 1969 in each of the seven fields compared; how- 
ever, women accounted for only 6. 0 percent of the total enrollments in these fields 
in 1968 and 6. 8 percent in 1969-

SURVEY COVERAGE AND METHODOLOGY 



Institutions Included 



This report is based on data furnished by 865 institutions of higher education in 
the United States and outlying areas. \I The questionnaire "Students Enrolled for 
Advanced Degrees, Fall 1969”-~part of the Higher Education General Information 
Survey (HEGIS)--was sent to all universities and other 4-year institutions in the 
U. S. Office of Educations higher education survey universe for the 1969-70 
academic year, ijj (The questionnaire and instructions to respondents are repro- 
duced in the appendix of this report. ) As far as the U. S. Office of Education 
could determine, these 865 institutions that provided data were the only institu- 
tions enrolling students for advanced degrees in fall 1969. Of these institutions, 
520 had enrollments only for master’s and/or doctor’s degrees, 281 had enroll- 
ments for master’s and/or doctor’s degrees as well as for first-professional 
degrees, and 64 had enrollments for first-professional degrees only. Thus, 
tables showing candidates for master’s or doctor’s degrees are based on data 
from a total of 801 institutions; those reporting candidates for first-professional 
degrees, on 345 institutions. 

All of the 865 institutions responded with complete survey data, making it unneces 
sary for the Office of Education to estimate any of the classifications by sex of 
student, level of enrollment, attendance status, or field of study. 

Students Included 



Instructions for inclusion or exclusion of students were exactly the same for the 
1969 survey as for the 1968 survey. All students enrolled in programs leading 
to a degree beyond the baccalaureate were to be included. One part of the survey 
covered students enrolled for master’s or doctoral degrees. The second part 
covered those studying for first-professional degrees in specific fields (see 
appendix, section B of the survey instructions, for a more detailed account of 
students to be included).

a total of 866 institutions were cited. Because the early counts had overlooked 
the merger of two institutions, the final count reduces to a total of 865 institutions 
with the coverage the same. Enrollment counts in the preliminary and final 
reports are identical.

Students Excluded 



Students excluded were those: 

(1) Working on degree requirements but not formally enrolled for the fall 
1969 term. 

(2) Enrolled in graduate-level curriculums or courses that would not 
terminate in advanced degrees. 

(3) Designated as "special 11 and "unclassified" but not enrolled for advanced 
degrees. 

(4) Pursuing postdoctoral work. 

(5) Enrolled at a branch or extension center in a foreign country. 

Student Classification 



A major change in the 1969 survey from prior surveys was the reduction in the 
classification by level of enrollment from three to two categories. The two 
categories used in 1969 were: first-year students and students beyond the first 

year. In prior surveys the three-level classification separated first-year, 
intermediate, and terminal-year students. First-year students were those who 
had completed less than a full year of required study for an advanced degree, 
terminal-year students were those expected to complete all doctoral require- 
ments by the June following the survey date, and intermediate students were 
those between the two extremes. In the 1969 survey, the category of students 
beyond the first year included the two groups previously designated as inter- 
mediate students and terminal-year students. 

Remaining unchanged was the classification of enrollments by attendance status. 
As in prior surveys, the instructions for the 1969 survey described a full-time 
student as one whose academic load (course work or other required activity) was 
at least 75 percent of the normal student load as defined by the institution; 
students carrying less than 75 percent of the normal load were classified as 
part-time. 

Added to the 1969 survey were nine academic fields previously not reported 
separately (see appendix, paragraph E-9 of the survey instructions). 

In another change, the category of first-professional degrees in theology was 
broadened to include not only candidates for the bachelor of divinity but also 
rabbi, master of divinity, and other degrees at a comparable level. Many 
programs that formerly led to the degree of bachelor of divinity are being 
phased out and replaced by master of divinity programs. In such programs, 
the bachelor of divinity degree is not a prerequisite of the master of divinity. 

For this reason, it seemed appropriate to redefine the category of first- 
professional degrees to include the master of divinity. Thus the 1969 counts 
for theology, which include master of divinity and other degrees previously 
excluded, are not strictly comparable to those of previous years. 
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Verification of Data 



In an endeavor to obtain complete and accurate data, each questionnaire was 
carefully examined, analyzed, and verified. The data were compared with those 
in previous years 1 questionnaires when available. Catalogs of institutions were 
consulted for descriptions of programs and criteria when necessary. The 
questionnaires were also reviewed for compliance with the instructions accom- 
panying the survey form. 

Many of the institutions provided information about significant changes in enroll- 
ments or offerings that would account for large increases or decreases in their 
reports. When appropriate, letters were sent or telephone calls were made to 
obtain institutional verification or revision of the data reported. Throughout the 
preparation of this report, the tabulations were carefully checked for internal 
consistency. 



ORGANIZATION OF THE TABLES 

As noted earlier, the principal difference between the 1969 survey and earlier 
surveys in this series concerned levels of study. The tables of this report reflect 
this difference showing only first-year students and students beyond the first year 
rather than the three levels (first-year, intermediate, and terminal-year students) 
shown in previous reports. However, it should be noted that the category ’’first- 
year students’* is strictly comparable from year to year; the category of students 
beyond the first year in 1969 is comparable with the combined categories of inter- 
mediate and terminal-year students used in prior years. 

In tables for both years, separate counts are given by sex of student, level of 
study, and attendance status (full-time or part-time). Other classifications vary 
from table to table. 

Tables 1 and 2 provide overall summaries of 1969 enrollments for advanced 
degrees; the former applies to candidates for master’s and doctor’s degrees and 
the latter to candidates for first-professional degrees. For these tables, 4-year 
institutions were divided into two categories: universities and all other 4-year 
institutions. The university classification includes those institutions that give 
considerable stress to graduate instruction, that confer advanced degrees as well 
as bachelor’s degrees in a variety of liberal arts fields,, and that have at least 
two professional schools that are not exclusively technological. Four-year 
institutions not classifiable as universities make up the second category. Table 3 
shows counts, by State, of candidates for master’s and doctor’s degrees. Table 4 
gives similar counts of candidates for first-professional degrees. Table 5 has 
counts by broad area of study for all advanced degrees, including master’s, 
doctor's, and first-professional degrees. Table 6 presents additional detail on 
enrollments for master’s and doctor’s degrees in individual fields of concentration 
within the broad study areas reported in table 5. 

No totals or subtotals have been rounded in the tables of this report, although this 
in no way implies that they are accurate to the last digit. By reporting these data 
without rounding, it was felt that the tables could be used more conveniently.

GENERAL 



A. PURPOSE: The purpose of this schedule is to ascertain the 
number of students enrolled this term for advanced degrees, the 
students' fields of specialization and their progress toward their 
degrees. 

B. SCOPE OF THE SURVEY: This is not a survey of all students 
taking graduate study, but of all enrolled for a degree beyond the 
baccalaureate.
